TOST THINGS FIRST 


The* world isgetting down to fundam 
t tals these days. People are more con 
corned about enough to eat and 
a place to sleep than they are about 
where to make a fortune 

Farmers are foil wing the same tre¬ 
nd. They are filling their cellars 
with foodstuff. They are milking a 
few cows, and Trowing: some hogs and 
beef and raising a good vegetable 
garden to provide a continuous sup¬ 
ply for the family larder. And the.' 
ere trying to pay their taxes in ordr* 
that their farms may be kept free of 
that debt. Thus they provide food and 
shelter for themselves and their fam¬ 
ilies. And that’s right. First thing 
first. 

Following this provision, the farm rr 
is trying to profidc seed and feed to 
carry his farm operations on next 
voar. There is little use in owning a 
'arm unless it ran bo operated, and 
feed and seed eome first. 

After all these things are provided 
then the farmer should 1°°R t° the ed 
ucation of his children and the pay¬ 
ment of what he owes. In the latter 
eonnection he will be importuned to 
pay everything, but by going to his 
ereditors. laying his cards squarely 
on the table telling what he can pa'* 
and whal arrangements he hopes to 
make to pay the balance in the future 
we believe he ean make such an adj¬ 
ustment as will leave him In a posit¬ 
ion to carry on and still satisfy those 
to whom he owes money. It is of lit 
tie use to drive a farmer off the farm 
these days, and most creditors reali*' 
this. They know that an abandoned 
farm pays no old bills. We have 8 a cn 
too often in the past that crowding 
farmer off his farm means a loss all 
round, whereas when farmers have be 
n carried along until good times re¬ 
turn they have been able to pay out 
at 100 cents on the dollar. How often 
this happeed here in Southern Alberta 
after the debacle of 1918-1921. 

The main thing is to keep the farm 
operating as a going concern, and 
that means first of all. food and shel¬ 
ter for the farm family and the farm 
livestock. These are above all the 
first things.- Lethbridge Herald.

tract the disease a secc-d time. It is 
evident that after recovery, the indiv 
idual p:asasses certain powers of res¬ 
istance to the germ cf the disecan? 
from which he has recovered. Tills res 
istance is known as immunity. 

When the body is attacked by dis¬ 
ease germs, certain substancen are 
developed which are the fighting for¬ 
ces produced by the body to combat 
that particular disease. These fight 
ing fcrces defend the body against 
the germs and against the poisons 
which the germs produce. 

The Immunity present after recov¬ 
ery is due to the continued presence 
of these fighting forces or atibodics 
which, because they are present, prev 
ent the occurrence of a second attack 
of the disease. 

Immunity is specific. By thin we 
mean that the fighting forces deve'.op 
ed to meet the germs of scarlet fever 
give protection agrtnst scarlet fever 
only. Just as there is a definite germ 
responaible fer each of th e comm "nic 
able diseases so the antibodies produc 
ed and the immunity secured nre for 
the one definite disease which has t 
tacked the person. 

Immunity is also relative in thr 
sense that it does not imply n defin¬ 
ite amount cf resistance, nor is it def¬ 
inite as regards the length of time it 
will last. Two individual r. who have 
recovered from diptherla will lie imm 
une to dipthcrin. Both produce r.Cio 
lent antiliodles to resist a sec nd rit- 
taek, but one will likely produce more 
than the other.

If in dou 
bt as to whether thcey are dry enou 
gh or not hang them up, with heads 
down. Remember that MOISTURE 
ALWAYS RISES. 

Wheat, peas, rye, flax and perhaps 
timothy, arc the easiest to cure. They 
can stand plenty of hard knocks ir. 
secon pi ice. Oats, barley, brome grass 
etc., tho most difficult classes and 
should be given first place so they 
can be cured in the quickest possible 
way. There is no danger in giving 
these compact types tco much coo 1 
to warm, dry air. The drier the pla¬ 
nts bocomo the warmer the air thee / 
can stand. 

Gently shake up yovr sheaves at 
le st once r day and on changeable 
nights try to shut off all the damn 
“Ir tht io resonbly possible so tht tljc 
warm licet of the open day is net 
too quickly carried off. Be sure to ov¬ 
oid sudden changes as much as pcss 
Ve. With these fundamental sugges 
tions one should pass through the our 
Ing stage with a large reserve of sur¬ 
ety and make ready adjustments in 
’ar*c cf any emergency. Bear in mir J 
thrt the MOISTURE is ALWAYS , 
BAD. Frost should bo g arded again¬ 
st at this stage. Heat can gradually 
be t pplied with caution and goed air 
is ALWAYS GOOD. 

Normally it takes a good sample 
about 10 to 14 days to cure dry and 
brittle enough so that the kernels 
will sep rate from the head with very 
light rubbing, and experience advises 
that this is tho best time to thresh. 
But, usually at this time the farmer 
Is very buoy, winding up fa’l work 
ar.d therefore not in a position to 
thresh exhibition grain sheaves. There 
Is, however no objection to piling the

a sudden drop into freezing should he 
guarded against when sheaves are 
too openly exposed because at this 
time the skin of the berry is not yet 
"set 1 ’ enough to withstand the chem¬ 
ical reaction of frost. 1 These piles 
should not be made any larger than a 
one third rack full of sheaves so as 
to avoid the danger of "sweating." 
i The writer docs not advocate "oweat- 
! ing" in the unthreshed state of seeds 
for the best exhibition results. 

It i3 assumed that the samples in 
process for the World’s Grain Show 
where purity will be tested in every 
possible way are the progeny of qual¬ 
ity seed (registered or the best cert¬ 
ified grades) that can be relied upon 
: to bred within the range of the true- 
! ness set out by the rules governing

ietics which he is selectng. So do not 
. let ths last chance to look over your 
bundles in a careful systematic man¬ 
ner slip by- Look for off-type and ot 
her variety heads and difficult weed 
1 olnnt. 3 . Look also for the too green ' 
over mature or discolored or disease 
suirpeslinr. heads. Wise time is spent 


at this stage when minutes will save 
hours that would otherwise be spent 
later in trying to retrieve the lrrepar 
able damage done through being care¬ 
less at this opportune time. Select a 
qry clean day outside or a large day¬ 
light window where it is cool ins!d 
when tackling this interesting job. 
Good artificial light is not objection¬ 
able. At thi3 time extreme caution 
must be exercsed by not too quickly 
moving sheaves from outside expos¬ 
ure to inside warmer wrking pliers, 
or visa versa, without an intermed- 
iatesliift of protection “draw out" 
and gradually unify the temperatura 
over a more natural span of time. 

Remerrtber when a World’s Show 
sample is once threshed its chance i 
in thepurlty growing test arc Just 
about determined. 

Floils, mechanical or hand thresh¬ 
ers, or other openly exposed separat¬ 
ing methods may bo U30d in process 
ing a World's Shw sample f wheat, cr 
oats, or barley, but the writer taken 
no chances in mixing up or damaging 
a quality sample of seed.
